What About 1939? 
To The Editor: 

We are now closing the Chapter 
in the Book of History which 
records the events of the year 1938 
and we face the responsibility of 
writing in full the Chapter for the 
year 1939. 

The year 1938 did not contain 
as many favorable events aS we 
would have wished; during the 
first six months we had a serious 
business problem. We all know 
about it so there is no reason to 
relate the grave details here. Dur- 
ing the last six months a change 
has occurred. We are again on the 
road to business recovery and the 
question of how far this recovery 
is likely to go in 1939 is not only 
far-reaching but definitely rests on 
the shoulders of each of us whether 
we are employers or employees, 
landlords or tenants, little business 
men or big business inen, workers 
or non-workers. 

One of the most important ways 
we citizens of Andover can help 
to produce more confidence on the 
part of the ordinary local business 
man is by reducing taxes. The es- 
sence of business confidence is 
faith in the future and business 
confidence is confidence in the 
prospects for profits. If the Federal 


government, state, city or town 
governments increase taxes so 


that there no longer is a reason- 
able profit in doing business, the 
business man is going to lose in- 
terest and confidence in the future. 
What then? Who will take his 
place? Under such conditions who 
would wish to take his place? With 
that necessary confidence gone he 
will not enlarge his plant, ‘build 
homes, hire more employees, pur- 
chase more commodities or spend 
money on improvements and re- 


pairs. Such a condition will affect 
everyone’ irrespective of their 
standing in a community.

On the other hand we can and 
must reduce our tax rate, we can 
help materially in increasing the 
confidence of the business man, we 
van reduce our valuations if neces- 
gary, we can dispense with un- 
necessary expenses in the running 
of town affairs.

home use during 1988, | 
99,440 books, 18,754 more than dur- 
ing 1937. This is at the rate of 9.9 
per capita of the town’s population. | 
We have 5195 borrowers, 51 per- 
cent of Andover’s inhabitants. 

To explain this marked increase 
is not easy. Unemployment does 
not account for it, for most of our 
borrowers are now employed and 
we have far fewer unoccupied 
people in the reading-room. The in- 
crease includes the senior library, 
the junior room, and the Ballard- 
vale branch, and embraces readers 
of every age and every type. 

The most satisfactory explanation 
is the one which we hope to be 
the truth; that the town has be- 
come more conscious of its public 
library. All through the depression 
the library did its best to provide 


books for self-education, for pro- 
fessional help, for students, for 
mere amusement,—tried to keep 


up public morale, and in this we be- | 


lieve the libraries of the nation | 
have been second only to the| 
agencies of charity. The result is 
more demands made upon Us, 
steadily more and more people 
finding out what a public library 


can mean to its community. 
Library service means more than 
issuing books, answering questions 


and being generally helpful. It 
means making readers feel so at 


home that they instinctively think 
of “our” library; that they do not 
ask “Do you have a book on Diesel 
engines?” but “Do we have a book 
on Diesel power?” 

And our public is becoming seri- 
ous-minded. In days when even the 
children are taught economics, it is 
important for everyone to under- 


stand something of political and 
racial conditions. We are continu- 
ally asked for books on national 


and European politics, and in these 


history-making times, can hardly 
keep up with the rapidly-shifting 
policies of nations. 


It is not true that the books we 
buy are above the heads of ordi- 
nary people. They are bought be- 
cause they are asked for, because 
working men and women request 
material upon definite subjects and 


the library heeds their requests. 
During the year we have bought 
books upon American and foreign 


governments, civilization, problems 
of democracy, church union, ma-} 
chine woodworking, electricity, 
ventilation, mechanical ‘refrigera- 
tion, insulation, engineering, psy- 


“The Thinking Body,” “Your Voice 


Personality,” as well as for many 
i'new biographies and books of 
travel. 


No, it is not true that the books 
we ‘buy are over the heads of ordin- 
ary people. No readers would use a 
small town public library to the 
extent ci: borrowing nearly 100,000 
books in one year unless they found 
there the kind of books they actu- 
ally want to read, and which they 
do read with appreciation and un- 
derstanding. 

Increased circulation means in- 
creased work in every department 
of the library. This year shows the 
handling of nearly 200,000 books 
coming in and out over the loan 
desk. It means more time spent in 
keeping shelves in order. Ours be- 
ing open to the public, a book in 
the wrong place is a ‘book tem- 
porarily lost. It means more mend 
ing of books and much more rebind- 
ing of volumes. Our bills for bind- 
ing outran our budget for that item 
before the year was half over. In- 
creased use means more questions 
to be answered and more time 
spent in looking up information 
for borrowers. It means more cards 
and library supplies of every kind. 
It means an increase in executive 
work and in planning so thal 
things may go smoothly. 

April of 1988 saw the high watel 
mark of use for all time of 9669 
books taken for home use. Every 
succeeding month saw usage much 
above the corresponding period for 
1937, and the pressure upon a lO00- 
small staff increased until it be 
came necessary to add another 
full-time assistant. On October Ist 
Miss Nancy E. Babcock, a graduate 
of the Simmons College School 0! 
Library Science, joined the stall 
and has since been on steady duty 
in the junior room.
